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Continuation of 11: Applicant has amended the claims to require that a stream of 
"heated" mixture be applied to a solid support surface. As set forth in the previous 
rejection, Barron specifically identifies embodiments in which the binder and fibers are 
contacted (defines a mixture) and subsequently heated. First, Barron states "it is 
necessary to heat from ambient or approximately ambient to about 200 degrees 
Celsius, beginning at approximately the time of contact between the binder and the 
fibers (which is expected to occur at or closely proximate to the screen itself)" (Column 
7, Lines 50-60). The instance in which the mixture is formed proximate to the screen 
itself would result in the method of the claimed invention since heating begins at the 
time of the contact (formation of mixture). Second, Barron describes a process in which 
the temperature at or very closely proximate to the screen is ramped up to achieve that 
maximum temperature (Column 7, Lines 45-50). This description pertains to a heating 
step that is independent of any preconditioning of the binder. It is clear that Barron 
expressly discloses embodiments in which the mixture is formed, subsequently heated, 
and finally applied to a solid support surface.
